I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

As  in  previous  Reports  I am  mentioning  in  the  introduction  one  or  two  areas 
where  the  statistics  have  varied  from  previous  years  More  information  regarding  this 
will,  of  course,  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report 

The  transference  of  Nurseries  and  Mental  Health  to  the  Social  Work  Department 
has  meant  that  these  subjects  have  been  dropped  from  the  Annual  Report  for  1970 
though  medical  supervision  of  the  Nurseries  still  remains  a part  of  our  work 

On  the  Child  Welfare  side  the  statistics  are  a little  more  encouraging  this  year, 
There  has  been  a fall  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  in  the  neonatal  mortality 
rate,  both  of  which  have  been  high  for  the  two  preceding  years  The  illegitimate  rate 
has  similarly  dropped  and  is  now  7.1%  as  against  7,9%  last  year.  As  far  as  the  ante- 
natal work  and  maternity  work  is  concerned  there  continues  to  be  a drift  towards 
hospital  for  confinement  and  ante-  natal  care,  with  a corresponding  increase  in  early 
discharges,  throwing  many  additional  visits  on  to  the  Domiciliary  Maternity  Service 
The  actual  increase  between  1968-1970  in  visits  has  been  a rise  from  907  to  7,886 

With  the  expansion  of  the  Family  Planning  Service  during  1970  there  has  been  an 
increase  from  452  new  patients  in  1969  to  513  in  1970  and  in  attendances  from  2,563 
to  3,362  With  the  Corporation  now  assuming  a large  degree  of  responsibility  for  the 
work  of  Family  Planning  it  is  possible  that  uhere  may  be  a further  increase  in  1971. 

Lung  cancer  deaths  have  risen  this  year,  90  as  against  49  in  1969.  One  can  only 
hope  that  the  increase  in  publicity  and  in  Health  Education  at  local  and  national 
level,  will  assist  in  reducing  this  figure.  The  Department  is  taking  every  opportunity 
to  stimulate  local  interest  and  disseminate  information  locally  on  the  subject  We 
have  had  a considerable  amount  of  assistance  from  the  Press  with  regard  to  this. 

The  Department  also  assists  in  Nurses'  Training  Schemes  and  has  become  a 
Training  School  for  practical  work  for  district  nurses  as  well  as  supplying  training 
for  student  midwives  in  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service,  and  also  practical 
experience  in  the  fieid  of  community  medicine  to  nurses  in  training  at  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Infirmary.  It  is  envisaged  that  this  work  will  increase  when  the  new  scheme 
of  Nurses’  training  takes  effect  within  the  next  year  or  two 

Preliminary  discussions  took  place  between  the  King  Edward  Memorial  Trust 
Glasgow  University.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Service  and  the  Local  Authority 
with  a view  to  ascertaining  the  best  way  of  using  the  K E M Trust  Fund  for  Tuberculosis 
Exploratory  talks  had  already  covered  the  possible  use  of  the  Fund  to  find  a method 
of  eradication  of  tuberculosis  by  finding  and  treating  the  reservoir  of  infection  in 
the  community.  It  was  agreed  however,  that  an  extensive  Survey  ol  this  type  applied 
solely  to  tuberculosis  would  be  a very  costly  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem.  It  was 
therefore  agreed  that  the  scheme  should  be  extended  to  cover  the  three  major  epidemics 
of  to-day,  coronary  artery  disease,  lung  cancer  and  bronchitis  This  would  involve 


the  examination  by  rapid  screening  methods  of  the  entire  middle  age  population  of 
Paisley.  Such  a Study  would  form  part  of  a much  larger  World  Health  Organisation 
Survey  which  is  backed  by  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department.  Besides  giving 
available  information  on  Tuberculosis  and  its  eradication  it  should  enable  groups  ‘at 
risk’  of  coronary  artery  disease  etc.,  in  the  community  to  be  identified  and  advised 
and/or  treated.  This  is  a tremendous  task  we  have  set  ourselves  in  Paisley,  and 
involves  many  agencies  in  planning  and  also  involves  the  Hospital  Services,  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Service,  University  and  Public  Health  Department,  along  with 
General  Practitioner  Services  in  close  co  operation  in  carrying  out  the  scheme.  It 
will  involve  also  the  co-operation  and  goodwill  of  the  oeople  of  Paisley,  of  the 
Local  Council  and  Press.  It  has  also  the  assistance  and  financial  backing  of  the 
Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  as  well  as  the  King  Edward  Memorial  Trust. 

It  is  proposed  to  carry  out  a pilot  Survey  in  Renfrew  Burgh,  which  will  form  a 
feasibility  study  for  the  larger  area.  This  pilot  scheme  is  due  to  start  in  the  Spring 
of  1972  If  this  indicates  that  the  scheme  is  a possible  one  fox  Paisley,  the  Paisley 
Survey  should  start  in  1974.  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  obtain  the  all  round 
support  it  requires  to  make  it  a success.  Should  it  so  prove  its  effects  will  reach 
far  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Paisley,  both  as  far  as  tuberculosis  is  concerned,  and 
as  far  as  the  study  of  such  disease  as  coronary  artery  disease  is  concerned. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  loyalty  and  support  of  the  Staff  in  the  work  embodied 
in  the  text  of  this  Report  and  in  the  compilation  of  it.

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  1970  corrected  for  'transfer'  was  1,823 
t970  males  and  853  females)  of  which  130  or  7.1%  were  illegitimate  births.  This 
figure  gives  a birth  rate  of  19.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  a rate  of 

18.7  in  1969.

GF NEPAL  - 

During  1970.  1,138  cases  of  infectious  disease  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
uealth  Department.  This  was  a decrease  of  496  on  the  1969  figure  of  1 634. 

Such  cases  become  known  through  statutory  notification  by  general  medical 
practitioners  and  hospital  medical  officers  and  by  information  supplied  by  schools 
and  health  visitors.

FOOD  POISONING  - 

Although  several  suspected  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  to  us  and 
investigated  there  were  no  confirmed  large  outbreaks  during  the  year.  Several  family 
and  individual  cases  occurred.  Altogether  24  isolations  of  food  poisoning  organisms 
were  reported. 


Giardiasis  in  a 20  bed  Residential  Nursery 


Starting  in  June  1970  and  continuing  until  January,  1971,  there  was  recurrent 
troublesome  diaiihoea  in  Chapel  House  Residential  Nuiseiy  Many  specimens  were  sent 
for  culture  but  all  proved  negative  At  one  point  a Sonne  Dysentery  was  isolated  but 
did  not  spread  and  obviously  was  not  the  cause  of  the  diarrhoea  E coil  were  also 
isolated  and  dealt  with  but  again  the  diarrhoea  persisted  It  was  not  until  fresh 
specimens  were  examined  under  the  microscope  that  Giardia  Lamblia  was  identified 
This  is  not  normally  considered  to  be  pathogenic  but  further  investigation  was  carried 
out  among  the  Nursery  children,  and  over  a period  of  time  16  children  were  pro'-ed 
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positive  which  was  practically  the  entire  complement  of  children  in  the  House  These 
children  all  suffered  from  the  same  symptoms,  namely  recurrent  bulky  soft  stools 
containing  much  undigested  food  The  symptoms  could  have  been  confused  with  tabes 
mesenteries  or  coeliac  disease.  All  the  children  were  treated  with  Flagyl  and  in  some 
cases  repeat  courses  were  necessary  before  isolation  of  Giardia  ceased.  As  the  stools 
were  cleared  of  Giardia  the  complaints  of  recurrent  diarrhoea  ceased  Although  we  use 
here  the  term  ‘diarrhoea’  it  should  be  noted  that  the  term  refers  here  to  frequent 
bulky  soft  stools  only,  there  being  no  actual  diarrhoea,  though  the  presence  of 
undigested  food  was  a fairly  constant  finding 

We  are  convinced  that  Giardiasis  should  be  treated  as  a pathogenic  condition  and 
capable  of  infectious  spread  We  consider  it  well  worth  remembering  in  unexplained 
outbreaks  of  this  type  in  Institutions  and  feel  that  there  is  a case  for  examination 
of  fresh  specimens  as  well  as  culture  where  outbreaks  of  this  type  occur

The  testing  of  children  by  Health  Visitors  to  detect  urinary  phenylketonuria  was 
commen  ed  in  I960  Phenylketonuria,  if  undetected,  can  lead  eventually  to  men  e: 
deficiency. 

During  1970.  testing  was  done  on  district  by  .he  Health  Visitors  and  fbmi  iiiar. 
Midwives  and  at  birth  in  Hospitals  The  testing  was  done  by  Guthrie  Test  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- four  tests  were  done  during  the  year,  representing 
98  4%  of  the  total  live  births.  One  test  was  positive.

The  Family  Planning  Association  have  further  expanded  their  work  in  Paisley  by 
opening  a Clinic  in  Foxbar.  The  numbers  attending  this  Clinic  were  low  to  begin  with 
but  are  increasing  rapidly. 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic  are  also  doing  cervical  cytology  and  the  numbers  done 
by  the  Family  Planning  Association  are  shown  under  the  heading  of  cervical  cytology 

Following  the  Secretary  of  State's  decision  to  allow  Local  Authorities  to 
implement,  the  section  of  the  Health  Service  (Public  Healthy  Act  1969  referring  to 
Family  Planning,  discussion  was  started  in  the  Town  Council  and  a decision  has  been 
made  to  use  the  Family  Planning  Association  as  agents  of  Corporation  to  provide  the 
Service  giving  free  consultation  to  the  public  in  supplying  appliances  or  pill  to 
those  with  a social  or  medical  need  This  was  implemented  in  1971

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


With  the  transfer  of  the  Maternity  Hospital  to  Paisley  there  has  been  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  hospital  confinements  and  a further  diminution 
in  the  number  of  home  confinements.  Concurrently,  with  the  trend,  there  has  been  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  confined  in  hospital  and  discharged  early. 
Such  cases  totalled  1.447  against  1 020  in  the  previous  year.  Visits  to  those  cases 
totalled  7 886  against  3 199  in  the  previous  year.  There  is  therefore  a considerable 
additional  load  of  visits  on  the  staff. 

The  record  of  the  Midwifery  Service  continues  to  be  good.  There  were  again  no 
neo  natal  deaths,  no  maternal  deaths,  and  the  one  stillbirth  which  occurred  was  in  an 
unbooked  case  accepted  as  an  emergency  and  not  previously  seen 

A decision  was  taken  during  the  year  to  close  the  Home  at  Oakshaw  and  to  provide 
new  accommodation  for  Midwives  in  new  Dallowhili  The  transfer  has  been  effected  and 
the  Nurses  have  settled  in  their  new  quarters.

GERMAN  MEASLES  VACCINATION 

Vaccination  against  German  Measles  was  introduced  in  an  effort  to  protect  all 
young  girls  of  school  leaving  age  against  the  possibility  of  taking  german  measles 
during  a pregnancy  which  can  result  in  abnormalities  of  the  child  It  was  decided 
that  the  best  time  to  have  a major  Campaign  for  this  was  the  Spring  of  1971  The 
mounting  of  a Campaign  had  to  be  kept  separate  from  the  B C G Campaign  in  the  Autumn 
and  the  School  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  immunisation  in  Autumn  or  early  Spring  This 
separation  of  Campaigns  was  needed  because  of  the  difficulty  of  mounting  and  staffing 
two  Campaigns  at  the  one  time  As  the  Campaign  was  held  over  until  19/1-  no  figures 
appear  in  the  Peport  for  1970

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BCG  VACCINATION  - 

The  very  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  babies  vaccinated  against  Tuberculosis 
is  due  to  the  new  Maternity  Hospital  being  in  Paisley,  this  Department  being 
responsible  for  the  vaccinations  After  ' transfer-out'1  of  the  County  BCG's  the 
percentage  of  Paisley  babies  vaccinated  at  birth  is  89  96%  The  percentage  for  13 
year  olds  done  is  more  difficult  to  ascertain  but  appears  to  be  in  the  region  of  80% 

The  percentage  of  Mantoux  positives  at  age  13  gives  some  indication  of  the 
degree  of  contact  with  tuberculosis  among  children  of  school  age  In  the  early  years 
of  B.  C G,  vaccination  this  figure  was  reasonably  accurate,  and  was  in  the  region  of 
70%  positives  In  recent  years  the  figure  has  been  complicated  by  positive  results  from 
children  who  have  had  a previous  B.  C G As  tuberculosis  reduces  in  the  community  the 
percentage  positives  at  13  diminishes.  The  rise  in  recent  years  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  number  previously  given  B.  C.  G In.  order  to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible, 
the  present  figure  the  'natural1'  positives  have  been  separated  from  those  returning  a 
positive  after  previous  B C G,  This  shows  a reduction  of  ‘natural 11  positives  of  this 
age  group  in  the  community  who  have  fallen  to  3 58%  The  results  are  shown  in  the 
histogram  on  page  49.

CHIROPODY 


The  Chiropody  Service  is  handicapped  by  lack  of  qualified  Oiiropodists  and  the 
staff  is  never  at  full  complement.  Continuous  efforts  are  made  to  maintain  the  Clinic 
Services  for  the  Elderly  and  the  Ifandi  capped  and  to  maintain  the  service  in  the  Homes 
for  the  Flderly  as  well  as  the  Domiciliary  Services.  All  these  Services,  however, 
particularly  the  domiciliary  one  are  suffering  from  this  shortage  of  qualified 
Chiropodists.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Health  Education  consists  both  of  the  continual  education  of  the  individual  by 
the  Health  Visitors  and  also  of  talks  to  groups.  .Although  we  accept  every  opportunity 
for  talks  to  groups  and  prepare  exhibitions,  film  shows  and  campaigns,  there  is  still 
a great  field  for  Health  Education,  especially  in  the  School  It  is  impossible  at 
present  to  do  justice  to  all  opportunities.  However  the  Medical  Staff.  Dietitian 
and  Health  Visitors  are  all  involved  as  far  as  is  possible  in  this  important  aspect 
of  the  work 
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PAISLEY  HOME  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 


In  March  of  1970  a big  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  and  ancillary  small 
halls  lasting  for  four  days.  This  was  run  jointly  by  the  Home  Safety  Cornni  ttee.  Road 
Safety  Committee  and  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  The  Department,  along  with  the  Home 
Safety  Committee  were  responsible  for  the  Home  Safety  stall  and  the  erection  and 
laying  out  of  Hazard  House1  which  were  the  main  Home  Safety  exhibits  We  were  indebted 
to  East  Kilbride  Public  Health  Department  for  the  use  of  their  Hazard  House 
building,  a large  structure  20  x 24-'  divided  into  four  rooms  It  was  used  to 
demonstrate  the  dangers  associated  with  living  room,  bedroom,  bathroom  and  kitchen, 
and  formed  the  centre  piece  of  the  Exhibition.  We  were  indebted  to  local  Firms  for 
the  use  of  furniture  and  "models’.  Concurrently  with  the  Exhibition  there  was  a 
continuous  film  show  on  Home  Safety  Water  Safety  Road  Safety,  etc  There  was  also  a 
School  poster  competition  on  Home  and  Road  Safety  and  the  winning  entries  were 
displayed  in  the  entrance  hall 

The  Exhibition  was  given  excellent  publicity  and  this  was  enhanced  by  large 
yellow  footprints  down  the  pavement  of  the  main  street  and. leading  in  the  main  door 
of  the  Town  Hall  with  notices  all  along  the  road  reading  Follow  the  footprints  to 
Safety  The  publicity  was  also  enhanced  by  the  outside  displays  by  the  Police  and 
Fire  Rrigade 

Other  stalls  at  the  Exhibition  included  St.  Andrew  s .Ambulance,  Red  Cross  Water 
Safety  Police  Mountain  Rescue  Crime  Prevention  Industrial  Safety  Gas  Board  and 
Electricity  Board  The  RAC  and  A A were  also  represented 

Altogether  over  6 000  attended  the  Exhibition  during  the  time  it  was  open  It 
was  generally  agreed  afterwards  that  though  a tremendous  amount  of  work  was  put  out 
by  all  concerned  the  result  was  reasonably  successful  in  achieving  our  aim

The  number  of  applications  for  rehousing  on  medical  grounds  remains  high  and 
present  the  Health  Department  with  a formidable  problem  Five  hundred  and  eighty  nine 
cases  were  investigated  thoroughly  in  1970  by  visits  of  medical  and  nursing  personnel 
and  a considered  opinion  on  the  advisability  of  rehousing  was  given  in  each  instance 
to  the  Special  Cases  Committee

MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FDR  LONG  STAY  IMMIGRANTS 


Special  problems  arise  in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment  of  long  stay 
immigrants  to  this  country  and  Local  Authorities  have  been  asked  to  give  their 
assistance  in  the  arrangements  made  for  their  welfare. 

Medical  Inspectors  at  the  main  seaports  obtain  from  the  immigrants  their 
destination  addresses  and  forward  these  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Local 
Authority  concerned  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  then  arranges  for  the  new 
immigrants  to  be  visited  so  that  they  may  be  given  general  information  about  the 
Health  Services  and  be  persuaded  to  get  themselves  and  their  dependants  registered 
with  a General  Medical  Practitioner. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  chest  illness  in  immigrants  the  Health  Department 
arranges  for  a chest  x-ray  of  all  members  of  the  immigrant1  s family  and  should  chest 
abnormality  be  found  arrangements  are  made  for  its  treatment. 

IXiring  1970.  eight  immigrants  were  dealt  with  in  this  fashion  N'c  case  of  illness 
was  detected  in  any  of’ these  persons.

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LUNG  CANCF.R 


There  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  lung  cancer  deaths,  making  1970  the 
peak  year  so  far  with  90  deaths  IXiring  1970  cancer  of  the  lung  and  respiratory  tract 
accounted  for  7.4%  of  all  deaths  in  Paisley  Put  in  a different  fashion  an  average  of 
almost  two  funerals  a week  in  Paisley  were  the  result  of  lung  cancer,  and  most  of 
these  the  result  of  excessive  smoking.  In  1969  the  figure  for  lung  cancer  was  49  or 
4 2%  of  all  deaths.  Until  1970  the  peak  year  was  1967  with  84  deaths  or  7 4%  of  all 
deaths  in  that  year.  The  increase  is  in  the  age  group  of  over  55ys  with  some  of  the 
increase  in  the  age  group  45  to  54
